Our children 
would practically fill the church and leave it without 
any chance of growing. Most of our employees have 
their membership at the Sevierville Church. We are 
very proud of our church, but we feel that we should 
have our services here on the campus. We try to con- 
duct the services similar to an ordinary church. On 
Thursday evening we have our youth service, which is 
one of the best services of its nature. Of course, we 
have the advantage over most churches because of the 
large group of children that are in our church serv- 
ices each night. The greatest portion of the youth 
service is given by the youth. It is very inspirational 
and means a lot to the Home. Sunday morning and 


FJ HE HOME has for a number of years conducted 


Sunday evening services are conducted in the same 
manner as in an ordinary church. 

At the present, there are six ministers on our staff. 
Each of them have an opportunity to preach during 
the year. Our revivals are conducted approximately 
every six months. We have water baptism, the Lord’s 
Supper, and feet washing; we give an opportunity for 
children to join the church. Last year the majority 
of our older children were members of the church. 
It is most interesting for people to study our children 
and how they conduct themselves in every way, but 
the most astounding fact is that a large percentage 
of them pay tithes on what little money they get 
each week. We have just recently taken our aged- 
ministers’ offering for this assembly year. The chil- 
dren and employees gave $53.12. This is far greater 
than the average church gives. We usually give from 
$500 to $600 a year to missions. 



































We have some of the most outstanding singing of 
any group in America. They are most outstanding in 
their singing, and most of them belong to the church. 
They have sung on our national radio broadcast, “For- 
ward in Faith.” They have also sung in some of our 
largest churches and appeared on TV a number of 
times. Those of you who live nearby would be greatly 


blessed if you could attend some of our weekend serv- 
ices. 


FALL FESTIVAL 


Three years ago our Board of Directors felt that 
we should give the churches in the nearby states an 
opportunity to contribute further to the support of 
our Home. The little depression that we had in 1957 
hurt the Home quite a bit. With 260 to 275 children 
we were operating with no increase whatsoever in 
finances, although our cost of living was advancing 
very rapidly. So we were proud. of the decision that 
the Board made. ; 

The first year, Alabama and Tennessee. were the 
only two states that participated. The second year, 


Alabama, Tennessee, Georgia, and East Texas took 
part in it. This year, Michigan has also participated. 
We send a list of various items for use in our Home 
to the state overseers and youth directors. They, in 
turn, pick some of the commodities and get every 
church in that state to see how much they can get 
for the Home. This has helped tremendously. With- 
out it, it would have been almost impossible to have 
given the services to our children that we have. 
In the picture below you will see our truck along 
with Rev. Smith and two of our boys unloading paint 
that was given to us by East Texas. They gave us 
250 gallons which meant approximately a $1,000 saving 
to us. In the picture at left are the ministers of the 
Eighth Avenue District of Knoxville, Tennessee. This 
district for the last two years has raised sugar for 
the Home. Last year they lacked only a few pounds 
raising 6,000 pounds. We are very happy to say that 
with the fine work of the Eighth Avenue District and 
with another district helping out, we have not pur- 
chased one pound of sugar this year. They have again 
chosen the same project, and we are looking forward 
to a great response from the Eighth Avenue District.

Brother Aultman noticed one of our 
small boys who was extremely cross-eyed. In the dis- 
cussion he learned that we had six children who were 
affected, He became so concerned about this matter 
that at the Tennessee ministers’ meeting in September 
he spoke to the ministers about such a cause as this 
and told them that he knew of a place where these chil- 
dren’s eyes could be straightened at a cost of approxi- 
mately $125 per child. After his talk along this line, 
these six ministers stood up immediately and said that 
each of them would pay the cost of the work for one of 
the children. To the Home this was one of the greatest

OW THE GREAT question is, are you certain? 

Do you “HAVE” the assurance? Do you possess

God’s ministers; and above all, the condescending visi- 
tations, moving discoveries, and powerful pleadings of 
God’s Spirit; if, after all this, we still ungratefully 
reject the gospel of Christ and harden our hearts 
against its goodness, nothing remains for us but a 
fearful judgment and fiery indignation which shall 
devour us as adversaries, a judgment far more severe, 
and an indignation far hotter than would have be- 
fallen us if so much had not been done for our re- 
covery and salvation. It is sad to think that provision 
is made for the instruction, holiness, and happiness 
of mankind, and he chooses rather to remain in 
his original ignorance, sin, and misery; therefore, he 
shall be condemned to a greater punishment and a 
more devastating ruin. 

From the declarations of holy Scripture, they who 
neglect or reject the salvation of the gospel, may 
judge what they have to expect—even judgment in 
its extreme without mixture of mercy and lasting as 
the days of eternity! For the Scriptures state con- 
cerning these unhappy creatures, “Their judgment 
of a long time lingereth not, and their damnation 
slumbereth not! For if God spared not the angels 
that sinned, but cast them down to hell, and de- 
livered them into chains of darkness to be reserved 
unto judgment,” Hebrews 2:3, 4 says, “How shall we 
escape, if we neglect so great salvation; which at the 
first began to be spoken by the Lord, and was con- 
firmed unto us by them that heard him; God also 
bearing them witness, both with signs and wonders, 
and with divers miracles, and gifts of the Holy Ghost, 
according to his own will?” We, who have rejected 
a pardon procured for us by the most intolerable, 
shameful sufferings and painful death of God’s own 
Son, cannot escape.

It may seem to be a high budget, but knowing the 
institutional work throughout the State as I do, I can 
truthfully say that it is one of the lowest budgets of 
the more than seventy institutions in Tennessee. Our 
cost per child last year was $687 and the majority of 
the institutions’ cost per child runs from $1,000 to 6,000. 
In our cost, we figure everything—lights, water, heat- 
ing, salaries, food, clothing, upkeep of buildings, etc.
